WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—With the 
I effective date of repeal of the 18th 
amendent December 5 many brewers 
may increase the alcoholic content 
or beer, it was revealed today. 
A high official said there was a 
divided sentiment in the industry as 
to whether beer should remain at 
3.2 percent or should be boosted to 
as high as five percent. 
It was anticipated that the alco­ 
holic content would be increased. 
Whether there would be a uniform­ 
ity wa.s uncertain here. 'The alco­ 
holic limitation written into the 


beer and wine law automatically is 
eliminated with the repeal of the 
amendment. 
Otherwise regulation 
of the beer and wine business will 
continue as at present unless other 
legislation is enacted by congress. 
Officials said that ales, stouts and 
porters would be increased to the 
pre-war alcoholic content ranging 
upwards of 12 to 14 percent. 
It was expected that with the 
boost in the alcoholic level of‘malt 
liquors their consumption would be 
Increased considerably. Under the 
present 3.2 percent law there has 
been litUe demand for the ales, 
stouts and porters since with a low 
alcoholic content these heavier malt 
beverages are not palatable.

Relief Measure 
Given Approval 


Vote In County On State 
Amendments 
Shows 
Diversified Result 


MANY DID NOT 
VOTE ON MEASURES 


Whether yoy agree with the 
resuHs in I>awrence coanty or 
not, the fact still remains that 
the voters of the coanty showed 
considerable variance in their 
voting on the state constitotion« 
a I 
amendments 
on 
Tuesday. 
Some of them were passed with 
smacking majorities, others went 
down to defeat. 
The outstanding vote of the en­ 
tire 12 amendments in Lawrence 
county was that registered in favor 
of amendment No. 8 which will pro­ 
vide relief for the needy this winter. 
With 13 precincts, 10 of them city 
precincts, missing, the total vote cast 
for the amendment was 10,449 as 
against 2984 against it. All of the 
city precincts missing will show a 
heavy vote in favor of the amend­ 
ment If they follow all the c^her 
precincts of the city. The total of 
the 90 precincts of the county will 
likely show about 13,000 for the 
amendment and approximately 3500 
against it. This is Lawrence coun­ 
ty’s answer to the cry for help for 
the needy. 
Other Amendments. 
The first amendment, that provid­ 
ing pensions for the blind in the 
state, received a satisfactory major­ 
ity although not as big as the eighth. 
With the same 13 precincts missing,^ 
the total shows 7111 for the blind 
pensions and 4488 against. 
Amendment No. 2 suffered a dif­ 
ferent fate. This would permit cities 
and boros to assess damages for im­ 
provements where no assessment had 
been made for a similar improve­ 
ment before. This amendment would 
not affect Lawrence county seriously 
either way and the vote showed a 
preference against it. The total at 
present is: No, 6272; yes, 3709. 
Amendment No. 3 also went down 
to defeat in Lawrence county. This 
would give the general assembly the 
unrestricted right to prescribe the 
nature and kind of investments that 
could be made by executors, admin­ 
istrators and other fiduciaries. The 
score,.no 5508, yes 3709. 
Amendment No. 4 is the soldiers’ 
bonus amendment. This will permit

Amendment eight is cared for at 
the head of this article. No. 9 would 
have permitted Philadelphia to as­ 
sess damages equally on all citizens 
affected by extension of rapid tran­ 
sit lines instead of piling it all on a 
few. This was not understood by 
the electorate and was defeated in 
Lawrence county, no 4706, yes 2787. 
No. 10 would have permitted cities 
to take more land than was abso­ 
lutely necessary where improve­ 
ments were being made. This had a 
great deal of merit but al^ contain­ 
ed some potential dynamite. It was 
defeated in Lawrence county, no 
5291, yes 3224.
